Here a battle ensued between 
the circus employes and 250 students, 
in which bricks were 
thrown, shots 
were fired and tent poles wielded vig­ 
orously by both students and show­ 
men.

day in a field n ear town. 
Tile circus 
train left town at I o ’clock a. in. and 
was delayed by greased and loosened 
rails and an open switch, the ta m p e r­ 
ing with the track being ascribed to 
the students.

The point just scored ijj the govern­ 
ment was in tij0 shape of a perpetual 
injunction granted by Ju d ge W aller H. 
Sanborn of the federal circuit court 
restraining the General 
Paper com­ 
pany from transacting the business of 
an> and all of the various companies 
of which it was composed. 
T hree of the defendants— B. F. Ned 
son of Minneapolis, C. J. McNair of 
Cloquet, Mini)., and A. C. Boggard of 
Grand Rapids, Minn.— also paid fines 
of $ I on each, thus purging themselves 
of contempt in declining to testify oi 
to produce tile trust records. 
T he prosecution in this case began 
in St. Paul aud term in a te d abruptly 
when Judge Yandeventer ruled that 
officers of the company must answer 
questions put to them by the* counsel 
for the government. 
This ruling was appealed and was 
argued iii the suprem e court of the 
United States, F. It. Kellogg of this 
city representing the government. 
T he supreme court sustained 
the 
governm ent’s contention 
and Judge 
V andeventer’s ruling at every point. 
T he General Paper company then 
withdrew its pleadings and an order 
for the government and the injunction 
followed by default. 
T he effect of ‘he Injunction will be 
to dissolve the trust into its various 
constituent 
companies, 
which 
will 
henceforth be compelled to conduct 
their business independently and on a 
competitive basis. 
It is stated 
on reliable authority 
that since the institution of this suit 
against the paper trust the price of 
paper to tile consum er had reduced 
substantially 3d per cent.

Is Disease a Crime ? 


Not vary long ago. a popular magazine 
published an editorial article in which 
the writer assorted, iii substance, that all 
disease should I*1 regarded as criminal. 
Certain it is. that much of the sickness 
and suffering of mankind is due to tho 
violation of certain of N ature’s laws. 
But to say that nil sickness should he 
regarded as criminal, must appeal to 
every reasonable individual as radically 
wrong.
